The Wicked Year 1906. 

"Writing two months before the 
record for the year 1906 is made up, 
says E. S. Martin, in Applelon'i 
Magazine, "it is already possible to 
set it down as a year of grievous 
peculiarities. The weather has 
seemed to be altogether indifferent 
to precedent. The winter neglected 
its business of making ice ; the sum- 
mer was of a sort to make ycu wish 
you were a British subject and could 
call it 'nasty' without compunction. 
It was nasty. It was hot and it was 
wet. It bred mosquitoes in vast 
multitudes in [mosquito districts, and 
in lesser swarms in the districts 
where usually mosquitoes are un- 
known. It was moldy ; it was sticky 
it was protracted. It made people 
weary of living. When has there 
been a summer the idiosyncracies of 
which have been so generally exe- 
crated? 

"And besides being uncomfortable 
the year has been Jcalamitous. 
Vesuvius has .spouted fire; earth- 
quake and fire have destroyed San 
Francisco, and done vast damage 
to Valparaiso. Tyhoons have swept 
ruin in upon Hongkong. West In- 
dia hurricanes have done the like to 
Mobile and Pensacola. September 
saw England blasted with more than 
midsummer beat, and early October 
saw Buffalo prostrated by a snow 
blizzard. It has been a year of 
extremes and excesses, meteor- 
ological, political, and social, and it 
will go out leaving a long bill of 
damages for better behaved years to 
pay. 

"They tell us that the wildest 
freaks of climate b« fall in the first 
ten years of each century, and along 
about fifty years later, after the 
middle of each century ; that the 
winters of extreme cold come at those 
times, and the most fractious and 
peculiar summers. They lay it to 
the recurrence of the big sun spots, 
which make it shaky, causing the 
Gulf stream and other [currents to 
straggle from their right course, and 
upsetting all sublunary habits. 
That the minds and passions of men 
are affected by the restlessness of 



their eatthly habitation is easy to 
believe, whetner or not |the belief is 
well founded. Now some of 'the 
foreboiers bid us look out for a v;ry 
hard winter, but we have already 
bad (in 1904 and 190S) two pretty 
hard winters, and to predict another 
seems like rubbing it in."

An Unmarked Grave. 

On the top of a rocky, lonely and 
deserted hill in Livingston county, 
Ky., about six miles above the town 
of Southland. Ky., and only a few 
miles below there, and in sight of 
the Ohio river, is the neglected grave 
of one of the greatest statesmen the 
republic has ever produced. She 
was Mrs Martha Lewis, (sister of 
Thomas Jefferson,) whose husband 
brought her from the luxury of her 
home in Virginia more than a hun- 
dred >ears ago to Kentucky t? live 
in the wilderness of then wild wr»i.
